ITS    NATURAL    CHARMS 


On  its  southcrl)-  end,  where,  in  the  shape  of  an  irregular  peninsula, 
Rhode  Island  extends  furthest  seaward,  lies  the  city  of  Newport.  The 
city's  only  land  contact  is  its  northeasterly  one  of  but  two  and  one- 
half  miles  with  its  island  neighbor,  the  town  of  Middlctown;  and 
from  cither  extremity  of  this  contact  its  entire  area  is  embraced  t^y  the 
waters  of  the  Atlantic  and  of  Narragansett  Bay.  Its  consequent 
great  length  of  waterfront  is  considerably  multiplied,  too,  by  the 
marked  irregularity  of  the  shore  line,  which  increases  it  to  upward  of 
seventeen  miles.  And  this  l)roken  waterfront  gives  the  shore  not  only 
lenglli  but  character.  For,  looking  seaward,  arc  pretty  sand  beaches 
and  coves  flanked  by  bold  ledges  and  lines  of  cliff;  and  on  the  bay 
side  is  an  inner  harl)or  remembered  of  e\ery  yachtsman  and  merchant- 
man who  has  docked  his  ship  or  dropped  anchor  within  its  shelter. 

Climate 

I''()r  both  enjoyment  and  hcalthfulness  the  Newport  climate  is 
uniiiuc.  A  summer  resort  to  be  agreeable  must  first  of  all  be  cool. 
This  Newport  is,  perforce,  from  her  exposed  windward  position;  for 
her  prevailing  summer  winds  are  southerly,  and  they  blow  upon  her 
fresh  and  cool  from  across  leagues  of  water.     The  temperature  is

A  longaulunni 
with  soft  halnu'  da\s  i>  the  gift  of  this  nn'ld  clitnale.  anil  a  wintei'  as 
warm  as  the  summer  is  tool;  for  Xcwporl's  winter  tem])eralure  is  (he 
converse  of  that  in  summer,  running  steadily  ten  degrees  higher  ihati 
that  of  Xew  York  and  P)oslon. 

A  mo;.t  e\'ident  result  of  this  unique  climate  i>  a  lu.xuriance  of  vege-

tation,  at  variance  indeed  witii  tiie  sparse  growths  of  many  of  the  sea- 
coast  towns  in  Xcw  England. 

\'  e  g  e  t  a  t  i  o  n 

The  reality  of  this  contrast  is  appreciated  when  one  has  seen  here 
such  a  ])rf)digal  abundance  of  rare  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowers  as  can- 
not be  found  elsewhere  in  the  country.  Here,  where  the  dews  are  heavy 
and  the  air  balmy  and  moist,  all  vegetable  forms  are  in  their  clement. 
Xature's  own  ])rovision  keeps  acre  upon  acre  of  lawns  fresh  and 
green,  clothes  the  trees  with  heavy  and  abundant  foliage,  nourishes 
plants  and  shrubs  to  luxuriant  growth,  and  rears  the  comely  privet 
hedges  which  grace  the  town  throughout  its  streets  of  residences. 

Typical     Streets 

Beginning  at  a  central  point  and  extending  to  the  city's  southeast- 
erly extremity  is  Bellevuc  Avenue,  fmest  of  Newport  streets  for  length, 
breadth  and  beauty.  Bordering  it  on  either  side  are  splendid  estates, 
and  ujion  it  may  be  seen  the  smartest  turnouts  drawn  l)y  the  smartest 
teams.  It  is  the  main  thoroughfare  of  the  Summer  Colony  and  com- 
municates direcllv  with  the  Neck,  or  seaward  end  of  the  citv.     From

Jiordered  here  and  there  with  |M-i\et,  and  sha<led  l.y  I  rees  wlii(  h  often 
meet  o\erhead,  they  inlersei  t  prettily  anioni^r  tlu'  homes  of  the  lowns- 
l)C()plc  and  the  eotta.s^es  of  tliose  who  soioiirn  liere. 

The  \i(  inity  of  the  A\enue's  npper  end,  Newport's  eentral  rt'siden- 
lial  dislnVt,  is  known  as  The  Hill.  ]'or  a  mile  thenee  to  the  city's 
northern  l)oiinds  rnn  streets  of  residence,  the  ehief  of  whic  h  is  Droad- 
way.  ]ls  lower  end  in  the  heart  of  the  city  is  dexcled  larL,'elv  to  busi- 
ness, but  il  lra\crses  m.iinly  a  lar.L^e  residential  tract  who>e  northern 
t'Xiremity,  the  .Mile  Corner,  wc-ll  elevated  and  o\  erlookin.i;  tlie  I'.ay,  is 
one  of  Newport's  loveliest  spols.  Where  the  residc^nlial  section  ex- 
tends westward  lo  the  harbor  front,  it  forms  the  c  harm  in,!,'  nei,[;hbor- 
hood  known  as  the  I'oinl.       II,  re  for  half  a  mile,  Washin''lon  Strt'et

skirls  the  harbor  sick-,  lawns  slope  to  the  water's  edge,  and  the  Point's 
dwellers  or  sojourners  look  dear  across  tlie  Hay  from  the  yachts  on 
their  mooring  ground  to  Jamestown  and  the  mainland  beyond.  Here, 
too,  is  Fort  Green  Park,  its  grounds  bounded  by  the  semi-circular 
l)rick  waterfront  of  a  Revolutionary  fort. 

Public     Parks 

\n  tad,  .\ew|»ort  is  rich  in  parks  whose  streiclies  of  shade  and  green- 
sward, embellished  by  statues  of  her  famous  sons,  lend  attractiveness 
to  its  thoroughfares.  One  of  the  prettiest  of  these  is  Touro  Park, 
site  of  ilie  famous  Old  Stone  Mill,  and  beautified  by  bronzes  of  Chan- 
ning  the  prophet-preacher, and  Matthew  Pern,-  who  o]3ened  the  Port  of 
Jajian.  Another  is  the  Parade,  forming  a  handsome  approach  to  the 
Old  State  House,  and  enclosing  a  bronze  of  Oliver  H.  Perry  who  fought 
and  won  the  battle  of  I,ake  Erie.  Largest  of  them  all  is  Morton  Park, 
the  handsome  gift  of  Hon.  Levi  P.  Morton,  by  wiiose  name  it  is  known. 

Old      Newport 

Nestling  close  around  the  harbor,  and  encircled  by  these  residential 
districts,  is  Old  Newport.     Passing  to  it,  we  go  from  the  beauties  of 


Three  Well-known  Historical  Landmarks  Distinguish  Touro  Park  : 
Perry's  Statue,   Channing    Church,   and  The    Old    Stone   Mill 
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the  ni(i(k'rn  cilv  to  nmst  jiictiia-squc  Miggc.stions  of  carl}'  Xcw  Eng- 
land's llncst  i)ort.  ilvTv  fVL-nwhere  arc  seen  buildings  which  recall 
the  infant  da_\s  of  ihc  colon}'.  The  hand  of  improvement  has  slill 
left  uimn  the  narrow  streets  ({uaint  buildings  with  canojjicd  and 
])ilastcrcd  doorwavs  and  projecting  sidewalk  stoops;  so  that  side  b}' 
side  with  the  modern  busine>^  block  stands  the  jirimitixe  squat- 
shaped  colonial  house  with  moss-grown  gambrel  roof. 

Thanies  Street  is  the  main  business  thoroughfare,  no  wider  than 
when  ln>t  laid  out — Init  twenty  feet  from  curb  to  curb — an<l  no  niore 
interesting  for  its  old-fashioned  lack  of  breadth  than  for  the  strange 
variet}'  of  anti([Ue  and  modcrii  Ijuildings  in  which  its  business  is  done. 
It  runs  parallel  with  the  harbor  front,  connecting  closel}  with  liroad 
way  across  the  Parade,  and  with  the  streets  of  the  Point.  ( )n  one 
side  ways  conned  it  with  the  d(jcks  and  wharves,  and  on  the  other 
streets  as  narrow  as  il>elf,  and  a>  anli(|Ue  in  their  buildings,  rise 
toward  the  Hill.

Thougli  there  is  nothing  at  Newport   approai  hing  a  niotintain  path, 
there   al>ound    innumerable   bt'aiuifid    walks   of    otherwise   complete

variety.  About  the  Hill  arc  the  cool,  sheltered  streets  canopied  with 
green,  such  a  Kay  Street  and  Lovers'  Lane.  There  is  the  Avenue 
with  all  the  gaiety  of  a  great  boulevard.  Seashore  walks  there  are,  of 
course,  without  stint.  The  antiquarian,  beguiled  by  his  fancy  for  a 
town's  traditions,  may  stroll  among  the  landmarks  of  Old  Newport. 
And  for  him  who  loves  the  fields  and  farmlands,  the  fertile  valleys  and 
hill-top  \iews  of  the  country, there  is  the  whole  island  north  of  the  city 
inviting  him  to  tramp  its  countr)'  roads  and  lanes.

Hut  beyond  these,  Xew]jort  has  one  walk  famous  for  its  unique 
beauty  and  unmatched  the  world  over.  This  is  the  ])alh  which,  wind- 
ing for  three  and  one  half  miles  along  the  edge  of  the  city's  eastern 
and  southern  waterfront,  is  known  as  the  Cliff  Walk.  It  was  formerly 
a  fisherman's  trail  bordering  the  vacant  tracts  between  Coggeshall's 
Point  and  the  Beach,  now  along  its  entire  landward  side  rise  New- 
port's handsomest  villas;  still  is  the  way  kept  open  as  a  public  foot- 
path by  act  of  the  State.  Here  is  a  public  walk  crossing  the  most 
superb  of  private  property,  having  the  jierfect  order  and  marvelous

(^ne  of  Xe\v|iort's  |)rin(  ipal  assets  is  found  in  her  rare  ad\antages 
for  dri\ing.  In  this  also  both  ril_\-  and  island  tomhine  to  gi\'e  great 
variety.  Within  the  city  the  Ihiest  drives,  of  eourse,  are  those  through 
the  a\cnues  of  the  Summer  Colony.  Here  are  niaeadam  roads,  luii 
ning  \ery  le\el,  fuiely  shaded,  e\er\\vhere  In-aiUifuUy  enxironed,  and 
leading  out  in  e\er\-  direction  upon  hi'oad  ocean  and  harbor  \  ie\v>. 
<  )nly  less  unii(ue  indeed  than  \e\v]iort's  Cliff  Walk  is  its  ( )cean  Drive. 
Beginning  at  the  head  of  Hellexue  .\\enue  and  doubling  t<i  its  starling 
point,  it  forms  a  loop  Ijounding  the  entire  Neck.  Ten  miles  is  its 
length;  for  three  miles  it  follows  the  a\enue.  for  the  remaining  se\en 
it  skirts  the  shore — two  miles  b_\'  the  harlioi',  two  moii'  along  the  na]- 
rows  (or  outlet  of  Narragansett  Kay  ),  and  three  beside  the  ocean.  (  )l 
this  drive,  with  its  numerous  \ariations  pro\i(K'd  b\-  roads  crossing 
the   region   of  the  Neck,  or  branching   from   the  .\\eniie  to  the  Clill ,

one  never  lires.  It  follows  shores  and  passes  estates  of  genuine 
grandeur.  It  lias  an  outlook  on  the  Atlantic  liounded  only  by  the 
limitation  of  human  sight,  and  in  itself  it  is  also  fascinating  for  being 
ali\e  with  victorias  and  motor-cars.  Such  advantages  for  driving 
are  the  same  for  motoring  and  wheeling.  Indeed,  tlie  hard,  level 
streets,  aggregating  so  great  a  lenglii,  make  Newport  a  paradise  for  the 
chaulTeur,  and  one  meets  here  automobiles  of  ever}'  sort  and  size, 
from  runabouts  to  touring  cars. 

Contrasted  with  these  avenues  in  ciiaracter  and  interest  arc  the 
roads  traversing  the  Island  nortli  of  the  city — light,  springy  country 
roads  which  haw  the  quiet,  homely  calm  of  their  rustic  surroundings. 
The  mileage  of  these  roads  is  great,  and  so  intersected  are  they  that 
their  various  possible  routes  for  driving  cannot  breed  the  contempt 
of  too  great  familiarity.  Also  for  riding  they  are  most  e.xxellent;  and 
out  of  them  lead  unfrec}uented  lanes,  threading  their  way  through 
pretty  bits  of  country,  tliat  make  excellent  bridle-paths.

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RUSTIC    BEAUTY    INLAND 


Mention  of  tlie  walks  and  drives  has  already  led  us  out  onto  the 
Island  of  Rhodes,  once  known  to  its  Indian  inhabitants  as  Aquidneck. 
It  is  the  site,  in  addition  to  Newport,  of  two  townships,  those  of  Mid- 
(llctown  and  Portsmouth,  within  wliose  own  borders  arc  many  beauti- 
ful summer  homes. 

A  feature  of  the  Island's  Jjcauty  is  its  length  of  sixteen  miles,  con- 
trasted with  an  average  breadth  of  but  three.  For  its  rolling  surface 
rises  to  a  height  of  some  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  along  its  medial 
line,  from  wliich  there  are  most  delightful  outlooks  u]ion  tlie  waters 
which  wash  it  on  either  side.  These  arc  Narragansett  Bay  on  the 
west  and  Seaconnct  River  on  the  east.  Toward  them  run  trans- 
versely the  streams  of  the  Island,  which  break  its  sloping  sides  with 
deep-cut  glens.  Two  main  roads,  llie  "East  Road"  and  the  "West 
Road,"  running  generally  i)arallel  along  its  high  middle  land,  tra- 
verse the  Island's  entire  length;  from  them  roadways  branch  in  every 
direction.  Here  is  a  region  ifical  for  country  driving.  E\en  the  ride 
by  electrics  to  Fall  Ri\er  and  Bristol  Ferry  are  as  delightful  as  they 
are  convenient.  The  landscape  is  tliat  of  niral  New  England  at  its 
best,  enhanced  by  two  distinguishing  additions:  the  picturcsqueness 
of  those  curious  windmills  of   the  Dutch  type,  whose  huge    latticed 
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sails  liirn  witli  surli  nirasurril  .i^'race,  ami  the  (li,L,mity  of  llu-  Islan<r> 
siipcrl)  farmini,'  c--lali'>.  Iiidrcd,  Mime  of  llu'  fiiu'sl  L>talili>hmi'n1^ 
within  what  may  be  UTmed  ihc  Lai'L^ei"  Xcwjiort  arc  thesL'  island 
farms.

The     Naval     Training     Station 
and     War     College 

The  former,  a  school  for  educating  seamen  for  our  Navy,  the  latter, 
our  Government's  College  for  the  higher  study  in  methods  of  naval 
warfare,  these  institutions  occupy  Coaster's  Harbor  Island,  north  of 
the  Point.  The  handsome  buildings,  with  fair  island  surroundings, 
the  now  ])rimitive  men  o'  war  of  the  "old  Navy"  lying  at  the  docks, 
and  tlie  disjjlay  of  uniformed  officers  and  ai)])rcntices,  also  in\ite 
one  to  a  charming  drive,  especially  at  the  Band  Concert  hour. 

The     Torpedo     Station 

Lying  ])arallel  with  the  wharves,  and  forming  tlie  enclosure  of  New- 
port Harbor,  is  Goat  Island.  It  is  distinguished  for  being  the  home 
of  the  Torpedo  Station  of  the  American  Nav}-,  the  only  station  of  its 
kind  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  Although  its  work  of  experts  has 
few  of  the  picturesque  features  of  a  military  station,  the  torpedo  boats.

The     Naval     Coaling     Station 

At  ISradfurd,  niiu-  mik'.-.  up  llu'  Jiav  shore,  i>  hi'in.L;  cumiilcted  one 
(if  llu-  lari^cst  and  iiKist  imjinrlant  C^alinL;  Stations  of  our  Xav)'.  It 
is  interesting  to  recall  that  this  station  lies  close  by  the  site  of  one  of 
the  hospitals  erected  by  the  Sanitary  Commission  in  Civil  War  times. 

Boating 

A  landlocked  harbor  for  shelter,  an  inland  bay  twenty-five  miles  in 
length  for  yachts  large  and  small,  the  ocean  close  at  hand  for  sea- 
going craft,  and  good  water  everywhere,  gi\e  facilities  for  boating  that 
are  unsurjiassed.  Nevvjiort's  inner  harlior  is  a  mile  long  li-\-  onedialf 
a  mile  wide,  has  a  mean  low-water  depth  of  ten  feet  anil  carries  fifteen 
feet  at  mean  low-water  in  its  channel.  Here  are  splendid  grounds 
for  mooring  and  anchoring,  while  yachts  of  great  (h"aft  can  ride  in 
Brenton's  Co\e  under  the  walls  of  Fort  Adams.  The  liarbor  is  easily 
entered,  skippers  need  bear  in  mind  no  liar  to  be  rounded  or  crossed.

Here  is 
Station  No.  6,  of  the  New  York  Yacht  Club,  and  also  the  home  of 
the  Newport  Yacht  Club,  each  with  its  own  facilities  for  mooring  and 
landing. 

■•\s  known  from  on  shore  or  on  deck  this  harbor  is  a  delight.  It  is 
alive  with  craft,  small  and  large,  from  its  catboats  to  the  New  York 
and  other  coastwise  steamers  that  touch  here.  Swinging  at  anchor 
many  famous  steam  and  racing  yachts  lend  it  their  distinction,  and 
grouped  in  tlie  outer  iiarbor  are  often  to  be  seen  the  majestic  battle- 
^lli|)s  of  the  North  Atlantic  Squadron. 

To  say  that  Narragansett  Bay  averages  five  miles  in  width  for  a 
distance  five  times  as  great,  is  surrounded  by  land  which  keeps  its 
water  smooth,  is  beautitied  by  islands  and  indented  shores,  has  numer- 
ous interesting  harbors  and  landings,  and  has  deep  water  throughout 
its  length  and  breadth,  is  to  commend  it  instantly  to  every  yachtsman. 
Here, besides  the  f)leasure-sailing,  there  is  most  every  day  "a  race  on" 
for  llie  smaller  boats.  Here,  too,  in  Cu])-racing  years,  is  the  stirring 
sight  of  the  new  defender  and  her  trial  horses,  their  big  sails  always 
looming  up  in  some  part  of  the  Bay  between  Bristol  and  the  Narrows.

No  |)lace  could  be  so  sea-girt  as  Newport  and  fail  to  have  excellent 
salt-water  fishing.  .Strii)ed  i)ass  running  to  great  weight  are  caught 
from  the  ledges ;  l^luelish  are  caught  nearby,  in  their  season ;  black  bass 
fishing  and  mackereling  are  good;  and  blackfish,  gamy  for  handling 
with  the  reel,  abound.  Even  swordlish  are  not  left  to  the  mercies 
of  tile  market  fishermen  alone,  but  are  sought  by  the  more  venture- 
some lo\ers  of  amateur  sport. 

The  subject  of  fishing  cannot  l)e  dismissed  without  mention  of  New- 
l)ort's  su])])ly  of  sea  food,  remarkable  for  abundance  and  freshness. 
All  the  staple  varieties  of  the  fish  market  are  found  here;  and  in  addi- 
tion are  the  native  lobsters,  crabs,  and  soft  clams,  the  bass,  bluefish, 
swordfish,  scup  and  other  iJanlisii,  no  longer  out  of  water  than  the  day 
ihey  are  sold.

Its  cun^iructinn  on  a  \ery  elaborate  plan, 
however,  with  ti'acks  and  grounds  for  all  manner  of  racing  and  shows, 
will  \ery  soon  \'astlv  increase  the  cit\''s  summer  sport.  Tracks  for  flat 
ra(  ing,  steeple-chasing,  and  pon\'  racing  will  be  mmpletecl  this  season.

Its 
handsome  exchange  building  is  now  in  process  of  erection  on  the 
Parade.  Already,  without  a  home,  it  has  accomplished  one  of  its 
ends  in  successful!}-  arbitrating  the  annoving  local  strikes  of  the 
past  year. 

The  Casino  Club  enjoys  all  the  ad\antages  of  the  Newport  Casino 
in  addition  to  those  of  its  own  clubrooms,  which  occupy  the  uj)pcr 
story  of  the  Casino  block  on  the  A\etuK'.

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PRIVILEGES    OF    SOCIETIES 


The  Historical  Society  iias  rooms  well  worth  repeated  visits  from 
those  interested  in  antiquarian  and  historical  study.  Besides  a  larj^e 
library,  the  society  has  collections  of  rare  manuscripts,  curiosities, 
relics,  medals,  coins,  and  pictures  on  exhibition  in  the  museum.  Not 
the  least  interesting  feature  of  the  establishment  is  the  older  part  of 
the  society's  building,  which  was  erected  in  1729  by  the  Seventh  Day 
Baptist  Society,  the  lirst  of  that  denomination  in  America.  The 
antique  pulpit  and  sounding-board,  the  curious  communion  service, 
and  the  oUl  Bible  once  used  l)y  llie  Moravians  of  Newport,  are  fitting 
companions  to  the  relics  gathered  for  exhibition  in  this  old  meeting 
house. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  a  |)rosperous  local  organization,  active  and 
well  housed.  On  its  grounds  are  good  tennis  courts  and  an  excep- 
tionally good  gymnasium.

Excursions 

Attractive  excursions  from  Newport  are  many.  For  one  whose 
tastes  are  salt  there  can  l)e  no  more  bracing  tri])  than  that  to  Block 
Island.  The  sail  thither,  across  twenty-five  miles  of  open  sea,  is  two 
and  one  half  hours.  Three  boats  ply  daily  in  summer  time  between 
Newport  and  Block  Island;  and,  added  to  the  attractions  of  the  sail, 
are  those  of  the  island  itself,  with  accommodations  for  a  stay  long  or 
short. 

Narragansett  Pier,  a  favorite  of  the  excursionist,  lies  only  eight  miles 
southwest  from  Xe\\q)ort.  It  may  be  reachfd  both  by  land  and  water. 
A  ferry  to  Jamestown,  a  short  drive  across  to  its  western  side,  another 
ferry  to  the  mainland,  followed  by  a  beautiful  shore  drive  or  electric 
car  ride,  will  take  one  to  the  Pier  in  about  two  hours.  Or,  preferring 
an  hour's  sail,  one  may  take  the  boat  running  dail\-  from  Newport 
and  reach  the  Pier  by  a  jiretty  water  route.

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For  those  whci  rnjoy  electric  car  ridin.t;,  there  ai'c  nortliern  as  well 
as  southern  shoi'e  routes  whicli  connect  witli  the  Jamestown  Ferry 
and  fui'iiisli  delitjhtful  lri[)s  up  the  western  shore  of  Narragansett  Bay 
as  far  as  l'n>\i(lence. 

I'lie  excur-ion  1)\'  water  to  I'ro\ideiice  is  made  hy  a  twenty-four- 
mile  sail  lhrout,'h  Narragansett  Ha}'  and  tlu'  I'nnideiKX'  River.  The 
river  itself  has  numerous  jileasant  shore  irsorts,  at  all  of  whic  h  I  he 
hoats  touch,  and  those'  along  its  eastc'rly  hank  are  also  reached  li\' 
charming  Imllev  rides  from  New])ort,  interspersed  witli  a  sail  from 
Bristol  Ferry  to  Bristol. 

.\l)out  fouiteen  miles  up  ihi'  l!a\',  and  I'eai  hed  holli  hv  rail  and  1)\ 
boat  and  rail,  lies  the  town  of  Bristol.  ()ne  \isits  this  rjuaint  old 
town  not  only  with  pleasure,  hut  with  lix'ely  pride  and  interest,  for 
here  are  the  Ilerreshoff  Ship  \'ards,  from  whose  wa\s  ha\'e  Ijeen 
launched  the  fastest  yachts  of  the  coast,  im  hiding  all  the  more  recent 
of  .\nierica's  \-ictorious  Cuj)  defenders. 

And  this  mention  suggests  that,  among  Newport's  fa\-orite  excur- 
sions, arc  those  which  follow  the  ninety  footers  on  their  trial  liouts  off 
the  Brcnton  Reef  Lightship  in  years  when  the}-  are  making  ready  to 
defend  the  Cup.

The  Old  State  House 


Without  room  for  any  treatment  of  local  history,  this  sketch  would 
yet  be  remiss  in  failing  to  mention  a  few  of  Newport's  landmarks. 
First  and  most  famous  is  the  Old  Stone  Mill.  Although  not  an 
ancient  baptistr}'  erected  by  Norsemen  as  a  memorial  of  their  faith, 
Init  a  mill  built  l)y  tlie  early  colonists  for  the  more  homely  purpose  of 
grinding  Indian  corn,  it  is  still,  though  divested  of  its  myster)',  the 
most  fascinating  and  most  unique  of  Newport's  monuments. 

The  State  House,  facing  the  I'arade,  is  a  relic  of  the  daj's  when  New- 
port shared  with  Providence  tiie  honor  of  being  the  seat  of  the  Rhode 
Inland  (jovernment.  The  tnulding,  erected  during  tlic  first  half  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  shows  in  its  outward  aspect  and  its  interior 
decoration  the  classic  good  taste  and  dignity  of  its  period.  It  is  rich 
in  early  tradition,  and  will  always  be  called  the  State  House,  though 
in  reality  it  is  now  the  seat  of  the  County  Court. 

The  Redwood  Library  stands  as  a  remembrancer  of  the  days  when 
Bishop  Berkeley,  landing  here  in  1728,  became  the  leading  spirit  of 
Xew])ort's  earliest  coterie  of  men  fond  of  letters.  .Abraham  Redwood 
was  one  of  this  circle,  the  one  whose  gift  of  ;i£5oo  sterling  for  the  im- 
l^ortation  of  books  sujjplied  the  nucleus  of  the  Redwood  Librar}-.  The 
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insliliilinn  lia>  ,t;i'()\vii  to  liiiw  1;ii'l;c  jtsouri'S,  and  its  liuildiiig, 
ailonu'il  \\itli  a  lianilsonir  ]u)ili-ait  ,t,'alk-r\',  is  must  attractive  t<.)  those 
foiiil  of  lirowsiiiL,'  alioul  a  lil)rai"\"  of  the  oM  l\'\n:. 

In  eai"i\'  (la\'s  sonic  of  Newport's  most  suiccssfnl  and  pulilic- 
sliirilcd  nn'i'clianls  \\cii-  Jews,  and  as  carh'  as  170^  thc_\'  liuilt  here  a 
s\'na,c;'>gue  wlii(  h  is  one  of  the  oldi'sl  in  America.  The  huilding  is  of

Jamestown  occupies  Couaiiicut  Islaml, 
largest  of  the  islamls  in  Narragansctt  Bay.  It  extends  eiglil  and  one 
half  miles  in  length  frdin  Xortli  Pnint  to  Bea\er  Tail,  and  awrages  a 
mile  and  a  half  in  width;  has  a  rolling  surface,  with  parts  of  it  well 
wooded;  i>  liordered  with  beautiful  shores  which  rise  bold  and  rugged 
where,  at  the  Dumplings,  thi'\-  face  the  Narrows  ;  and  cnmmands  Inie 
outlooks  upon  the  main  thomughfares  of  the  Ha}'  i>n  either  side. 

That  Jamestown  must  enjox-  numberless  signal  ad\antages  fmni 
its  close  ]>ro.\imity  to  Newport  is  (ib\i(.)us.  W'itli  a  ferr_\'  trip  of  but 
twenty  minutes  she  finds  all  the  city's  attractions  at  her  very  door.

•  ing  ground  of  Narragansctt  Bay.  The  centre  of  yachting  interest  is 
the  Conanicut  Yacht  (Mub,  with  an  attractive  clubhouse  handsomely 
approached  from  deep  water  by  a  long  pier.  The  club  gives  lively 
races  for  small  craft  every  week  during  the  summer. 

On  Shoreby  Hill,  which,  rising  from  the  harbor,  commands  a  water 
\ii  \v  in  liotli  directions,  are  the  grounds  of  the  Jamestown  Golf  and 
Country  ("lul).  Here  is  an  excelienl  nine  liole  course,  two  thousand 
nine  liundred  and  seventy-five  yards  in  length,  laid  out  by  Findlay, 
and  well  ke];!.  Near  the  clubhouse  are  tennis  courts,  bowling  greens, 
and  plots  laid  out  for  clock  golf. 

Near  to  llie  harbor,  wiiich  is  tlu'  vis-a-vis  of  Newport  harbor,  lies 
her  main  residential  district.  Here  are  handsome  estates  and  many 
beautiful  cottages;  and  close  by  the  ferry  landing,  splendidly  located 
for  outlook  and  approach,  are  the  town's  excellent  hotels.

Not  long  since,  the  United  States  Navy  Department  ordered  a  chart 
comparing  the  weather  conditions  of  Newport  and  Washington,  D.  C. 
When  we  bear  in  mind  Washington's  southern  position,  we  find  tlic 
figures  of  this  chart  surprising. 

For  instance,  from  October  i  to  January  i,  tlic  average  temi)CTalurc 
of  Washington  is  forly-fivo  degrees,  while  that  of  Newport  is  forty- 
eight  degrees.  Again,  while  Newport's  average  summer  temperature 
of  seventy-three  degrees  shows  her  to  be  over  ten  degrees  cooler  than 
Washington  during  the  warm  months,  her  winter  temperature  is  not 
lower  even  by  the  fraction  of  a  degree;  for  from  November  i  to  ^^arch 
I,  the  average  temperature  of  both  cities  is  exactly  thirty-se\en  and 
two  tenths  degrees.  These  figures  give  record  of  remarkable  winter 
weather  for  a  New  England  city,  weather  in  which  out  of  door  life 
maylje  enjoyed  without  the  discomforts  and  dangers  of  great  exposure.

Nc\\q)ort  is  a  Icrminal  of  llic  New  Haven  System  t<>  whicli  trains 
run  direct  from  Boston,  and  with  which  N'ew  York  trains  connect  by 
boat.  Between  Newi)ort  and  Boston  there  are  eight  trains  running 
each  way  daily,  their  time  averaging  nearly  an  even  two  hours.  Four 
New  York  trains  running  each  way  daily  make  connection  at  Wick- 
ford  Jundion  with  the  steamer  "General"  of  Newport.  The  time 
is  a  bit  o\er  six  hours,  one  liour  of  which  is  consumed  in  the  sail  across 
Narragansett  Bay.  The  Fall  River  boat  affords  the  best  facilities 
for  night  travel  to  New  York,  leaving  Newport  at  9.15  p.  m.  and 
arriving  in  New  York  at  7  A.  m.  Connection  with  all  Shore  Line  trains 
may  be  made  at  Providence,  which  is  one  hour  and  a  half  from  New- 
port by  rail.  Providence  is  reached  by  two  routes:  via  Fall  River, 
where  all  tiie  regular  Newport  trains  connect  with  the  Providence, 
Warren  and  Bristol  electrified  steam  service,  and  via  Bristol  Fcrr}- 
on  cars  of  the  new  Newport  and  Providence  trolley  road,  which  con- 
nect at  Bristol  with  both  trolley  and  electrified  steam  service  for 
Providence.
